‘The General Assembly 

of North Carolina do enact, That 

section 24 of Schedule ‘‘B.”’ of An 

Act toraise Revenue, passed at the 

present session of the General As- 

sembly be amended by striking out 

Treasurer wherever it occurs therein 

and inserting Seeretary of State, 

also by adding at the end of the sec- 
tion the following: the Secretary of 

State shail furnish to the Auditor of 

State on the first of each montha 

statement, in detail, of the texes re- 

ceived by him, under this section 
during the previous month, and pay 
to the Treasurer of State the amount 
of such taxes. 

Sec. 2. This act shall be in force 
from and after its ratification. 

In General Assembly read three 
times and ratified this 22nd day of 

March, A. D. 1875.

AN IMPORTANT ‘‘LANDLORD AND 
TENANT Prux,’—We publish the 
following act adopted by the late 
General Assemby for the information 
of a large class of readers. The bill 
was introduced into the Senate by 


Capt. C. M, Cooke, of Franklin: 


An Act to amend chapter 64 of Battle’ 
Revisal, Landlord and Tenant Act. 
The General Assembly of North 

Carolina do enact: 

Bec. 1. That chapter 64 of Battle’s 
Revisal sha!l be amended as follows: 
strike out all of sections 13,14 and 15, 
and insert in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing: Sec. 13. When lands shall be 
rented or leased byZagreement, writ- 
ten or verbal, for agricultural pur- 
poses, or shall be cuitivated by a 
cropper, unless otherwise agreed be- 
tween the parties to the lease or agree- 
ment, any an dali crops raised on said 
land shall be deemed and held to be 
vested in possession in the owner of 
the land or the lessor or the party en- 


, titied under the agreement io receive 


the rent, and his assigns at all times, 
and until the rent tor said land shail 
be paid to the lessor or party entitled 
to receive the rent of the same 
or his assigns, and until the said 
parity or his assigns” shall be 
paid for all advancements made and 
expense incurred in making and 
saving said crop, and until the said 
party or lis assingees shall be paid 
auy and all claims and demands 
againstithe lessee or cropper, which 
accordiig to agreement, written or 
Verval, between the parties, should be 
a licu on said crop or should be paid 
out of said crop. That this lien shall 
be preferred to ali other liens ; such 
lessor Or pariv entitled under tie 
agreemient to receive rent for said 
land and bis assivusshail beentitied 
against the lessee or cropper or any 
other person, Whoshall gather or re- 
move aby purt of said crop, wilhout 
the cousent of tbe said Jessee or party 
entitied to receive the rent aud to 
the possession of the crop, until said 
jieusare satisfied, or his assigns, to 


the reinedies given in the Code of 


Civil Procedure, upon a claim for the 
delivery of personal property. 

Sec 2. 144—Whire any 
troversy Shal arise beteewen the par- 
ties, it shali be competent for the 
party Calming possession of the 
crop, vy virtue of the preceding 
section to proceed at ounce tohave the 
Ipatter determined in the court of a 
Justice of the Peace, if the amount 
claimed shall be less than two hun- 
dred dollars, and in the Superior 
Couit ol the county where the prop- 
erty is situate, if the amount so 
claimed shail be more than two 
hundred dollars, and at the time 
of issuing the suimimois or at any 


time thereafier, upon the filing 
of anailidavit of the claimant, setting 
forth the amounts claimed, and the 
property upon which the lien attaeii- 
es, it shall be the duty of Justice of 
the Peace or the Cierk of the Superi- 
or Court, in whichsoever Conrt the 
suit shai: be penauiag, to issue an or- 
der to the Cousiabie or Sher.ff as the 
case miny be, directing them iw take 
into immed ate possession all of said 
propery, or so much thereof as shail 
be necessary to satisfy the claimaut’s 
and costs, and to sell tne 
suime under the rules and reguiations 
preseribed by law for the saie of per- 
sonal properiy uider execution, and 
to hold the proceeds of such sale sub- 
ject to the decision of the Court upon 
tue issue or issues joined between the 
parties. Thatin all cases in the Su- 
pevior Court, arising under this Act, 
the term shall be the trial term. 
38 ‘‘See. lo—Any tenant, 
lessee of land, or cropper, and any 
person who shail remove any part of 
suid crop from such land, without the 
eonsent of the owner of the ianud, or 
lessee or party entitle | to receive the 
rent, and without giving bim or his 
agent five days Lotice of such intend. 
ed removal, and before satisfying ail 
lieas on said crop, shaili be guiliy of 
a iiisdemeanor, 
sec. 4. The provisions of this act 
andof tiie act to which this act is 
amendatory shall apply to all leases 
or coutracts to lease turpentine trees, 
and where such leases or contracts 
to lease are made, the parties thereto 
shall be fuliy subject to the provis- 
ions and penalties of said acts. 
Sec. 5. This act shail take effect 
from and after its ratification. 
Ratified on the 19th day of April, 
1875.

NEY GENERAL. 


Nothing since the opening of 
Grant’s administration, of the same 
nature, will convey half the pleasure 
to the people of the South as the 
withdrawal of this ignorant incarna- 
tion of mischief from his seat in the 
Cabinet. It would be safe to say 
that Grant himself has been made 
to change his nature under the dia- 
bolical suggestions of one with 
whom hatred of the South was a 
vital principle. Wherever the Pres-

A Cart Load of Cash. 

Twenty-two vears ago, as thestory 
runs, Mr. Pendley was iiving at Su- 
cer Hall, Ga., and wasthen eogaged 
ii gold mining with Moses Lott.

mine and its surroundings, Lott 
told Pendiey that the stranger on his 
ceath-bed said that he and other 
south Carolinians had come out 
umoug the Indians hunting gold 
and silver ore; that they crossed 
the Oconee at Eurricane Shoals, 
proceeded along a well-known In- 
vlan trail to the Chattahoochee, 
went down the Chattahoochee to the 
iuouth ofalarge creek, andin hun- 
iingaplace to eross, went up the 
creeK some distance, where two of 
the Carolinians—the stranger being 
one-were captured bya company of 
Spaniards, were carriedatnight some 
our or five miles southof the head 
. the creek, and were put to work 
in &silver mine during each night, 
and just before day they took the sil- 
yer Ore upon their backs, went due 
wouth from the mine five miles toan 
island covered with an immense 
swalip growth, and in the middie of 
this island, in a rude shop, they 
worked ore acd moulded the metal 
into silver dollars; that when the 
Indians found them out they filled 
up the mine with timber and dirt, 
buried as much as a wagon load of sil- 
ver dollars in the middle of the shop, 
burned down the shop, released the 
two South Carolinians, and left; that 
one of the South Carolinians was lost 
and thatthedying man wason his way 
home with the secret, which he re- 
veaiedto the preacher on his death- 
bed, 


Among the sugar estates recently 
destroved by the Cuban ariny in the 
jurisdiction of Cienfuegos, is the col- 
ate La Carolina, the proper- 
iy of Mr. William Stewart of Phila- 
Colphia. This property, which pro- 
Cuced about 5,000 hogshbeads of sugar 
was one of the most cele- 
vrated of the island, end was valued 
at $2,000,000. American slave hol- 
ders in Cuba have been out of luck 
of late, for the destruction of La 
srolina followed quickly after that 
of the sugar estate of Messrs {Bishop, 
Vostonians, we think—in Remedios, 
and that of Mr. Davis in Macagua.
